The VOB file contains your video, audio and subtitles. The IFO file contains index information for the 
VOB file. These two files should always be kept together. The Stream Information.txt file contains 
information on the video, audio and subtitles in the VOB file, readable to humans. You will need this 


information later on in the process. Here’s an example of the stream text file:

Now you have all the files you initially need to start your encoding process. These files will be your 
base. Next step will be to extract the audio and subtitle streams from the VOB file for separate 
processing. See the other chapters for that. 


Please note that this copy/decrypt process is identical for both NTSC and PAL DVDs.
